THE SENATE APPROVES 


A lthough the conservatives 

of the Sdnate forced a division on an amend¬ 
ment to Premier King's liquor export bill, they were 
unable to muster up sufficient support to pass it, 
and the measure obtained second reading. 

The amendment, if it had passed, would have 
referred the whole matter surrounding the issuance 
of clearances of liquor from Canada to United Stales 
ports to a special committee of the Senate, the bill 
being held up pending the result of such an inquiry. 
Senator Robertson, taking a leaf out of the book 
of the opposition m the House of Comment, prefaced 
his support of the amendment in question by an as¬ 
surance to his fellow senators that he was not in 
any way opposed to the bill. 

After this measure has been written into the sta¬ 
tute books of the country one of the curious features 
of the debate incidental to its passage through the 
'wo Houses will be the attempts of certain Conserva¬ 
tives to find a way to oppose the government in the 
matter and yet leave it clearly in the mind of the 
public that they favored the bill. 

All this has been futile; but the main point is 
that the public is wholly behind the govtrament'i 


favoring primary industrial development, is responsi¬ 
ble for the sound economic condition of France, which 
nor only has been able to find sufficient work for 
her own people since the war. but she has imported 
many thousands of workers from other European 
countries. The number of foreigners in the republic 
in 1926 was over a million more than in 1921. 

With the exception of Paris. Marseilles. Lyons, 
Bordeaux and Lille. France had no cities in 1926 
of more than 200.000 population, indicating clearly 
that she has not developed her urban areas at the 
expense of the highly-productive countryside. A 
striking contrast is provided by her near neighbor, 
Germany, with a population of approximately 64,- 
000.000, or 24.000,000 more, where the number 
of cities exceeding a population of 200.000 at the 
last census in 1924 was twenty-fore, with twenty- 
two of more than 100 . 000 , and thirty with more 
than 70,000. Here is the evidence of a highly in¬ 
dustrialized country, urban population overbalancing 
the rural population, with the result that the nation 
is faced with the problem of an unemployed army of 

more than 3,000.000. 

Creat Britain furnishes a still more striking ex¬ 
ample of an uneven distributionvof population. As far 
back ns 1901 the urban areas accounted for seventy- 
scnil pet chit."

CANADA'S MICA RESOURCES 

C ANADA POSSESSES IMPORTANT RE- 

wurcet in mica, a mineral that, on account of 
its superiority as an insulating material, has come 
to be indispensable to the electrical industry. Mica, 
in some form or other, is employed m-most of our elec¬ 
tric household appliances, such ns telephones, radios, 
light sockets, fuse plugs, toasters, irons and heaters 
of all kinds. It is an essential part of practically all 
electrical equipment, large quantities being used in 
the commutators of dynamos and mptors. and -Ho jg 
condensers. 

. Both of the commercial varieties of mica—- 
termed, by the trade, amber mica and wfule mica—- 
occur in Canada; the deposits of the former are the 
more important. The occurrences of L». -,^.4 
are found chiefly in those parts of Ontario and Que¬ 
bec contiguous to. Ottawa, and within a radius of 
about a hundred miles. This district was formerly 
the seat of an important mica industry, and up to a 
few years ago it furnished the bulk of the world's 
supply of amber mica. Foreign competition in re¬ 
cent years has led to a rather serious falling off in 
production, but the deposits are by no means ex¬ 
hausted and are still capable of supplying large quan¬ 
tities of mica should readjustment of the present eeo-

Here is a 
part of the explanation whv the United States, with a 
population estimated at I 30.000,000, is faced with 
a problem of at lenst 4.000.000 unemployed, a con¬ 
dition pranorlionatclv the same as obtaining in Great 
Britain. There is the difference, however, that the 
United Slates has more resources with which to deal 
with its idle population than the European countries. 
The Washington government is none the less exer¬ 
cised over the nrr-rnt state of affairs. Italy, of 
course, is in relatively the same position as Ger¬ 
many. both countri-s being much worse off in this 
regard then Greet Britain. 

Canada's distribution of population now is very 
much like that of France and like that of the United 
States thirty years ago. We should endeavor to 
maintain that condition, to see that our urban de¬ 
velopment shall nql impair our rural progress. Other¬ 
wise we. too. will find ourselves in a very serious eco¬ 
nomic situation. Unemployment in varying scale 
always will be found in urban communities because 
of the difficulty of diverting unskilled labor, which 
h the first to be dispensed with when the law of 
supply and demand becomes unstable. 

The idle city dweller naturally is not as for¬ 
tunately situated in times of stress as the farmer. 
The rural worker, be he. only moderately industrious, 
always is able to lupnly himself and his family with 
food, and sell enough of his wares to provide that 
which he is aot able to grow. Not only that, if an 
even balance be kept between rural and urban popu¬ 
lations.‘social discontent in its more or less violent form 
becomes more remote.

present u one of the busiest logging 
•nd lumber mill dimes on Vancou- 
wr Island, and probably in British 
Columbia. It has a payroll esti¬ 
mated to be close to #2.000.000 
yearly. Moat people on the mainland of British 
Columbia only know Lake Cowichan as a place 
to go fishing, wjjh «* c ouple of good hotels, 
beautiful scenery and not far from Duncan. 
It» about silly-three miles by road and seventy- 
three miles on C.N.R. from Victoria. Many 
changes have taken place during the .last it w 
years, however. Instead of the sleep wooded 
slopes down to the lake, the logging industry 
has d evel oped so rapidly that these wooded 
sides have been cut down from the lops of the 
mountains to the water's edge for nearly twenty-

The village of Lake Cowichan, including 
those on the house boats on the lake sides, has 
a population of about 300 souls, but the popu¬ 
lation. including all the camps and mills in 
Lake Cowichan area, is dose t<v 2.000 

To appreciate the enormous number of logs 
that leave Lake Cowichan. one has to visit the 
E. and N. depot, where two very busy agents 
are e m ploye d checking out the many can that 
leave daily. It is estimated that anywhere from 
100 to 140 can dear from the lake head daily 
for Croflon, the latter being the booming 
ground for all Esquimalt and Nanaimo Rail¬ 
way Company's logs, while the Canadian Na¬ 
tional Railways use Cowichan Bay. 

. r 

A very interesting operation at Lake Cow¬ 
ichan used to be the loading of togs on flat 
ran for the Esquimalt and Nanaimo Railway. 
D. Madill, the former contractor, and hu crew 
are believed to have the record for loading. 
Loading from two sides they finished ninety- 
i^ue cars daily. Mr. Madill's ambition had 
Begn to reach the 100 mark, and simply laughs 
at the idea of falling one short. Strangely 
enough this mark has stood for some time. 

The greater use of the railway instead of 
dumping into the lake, and the extra mills now 


Mayo. Kissinger, Camp Fen, Malson, Camp 
Six. Youbou and many small camps and anils 
are now cutting their logs on Vancouver Island. 

It is said by some leading officials on tha 
lake the high cost of logging and double 
handling of the logs, together with the freight 
charges, compelled a number of the logging 
operators to sell to the nearest mill. Many are 
now able to sell their large and small logs right 
on the ground. It is believed also that when 
the idea of building a flume to Cowichan Bay 
fell through the logging companies felt they had 
no way of getting the logs out cheaply. 


Here and there a new greenness is show¬ 
ing up where the early logging was done, but the 
rest is bare. In a few years, however, it should 
look green' again, and with a second growth 
starting will make the same mountain sides just 
as pretty as before ihe hand of man set in to 
take-slowiL the monster trees of this one-time 
beautiful wooded area on the lake sides. One 
first gels a glimpse of this one-time forest area 
when turning in off the Island Highway, one 
mile outside of Duncan. At this turning point 
one notices various advertising signs, such as 
"Good Fishing,” and “A Famous Drive 
Through the Fine Timbers."

FISH HATCHERIES 


Logging is not the only industry at Lake 
Cowichan. For twenty years. Mr. Castley has 
been managing the Dominion Government 
Fish Hatcheries and has gamed great success. 
At present the hatcheries are on two to three 
acres of ground on the bank of the Cowichan 
River. 

It is estimated that it coats about 42 par 
hundred per month for food for fish, and in 
a plant with 1,500,000 capacity of all ages, 
which multiply their numbers proportionately, 
it would seem that the cost would be tremendous. 

Many people claim the hatcheries are no 
good, and the eggs should l^e left in the spawn¬ 
ing ground. Others say the hatcheries are ex¬ 
cellent. but should be used only for stocking 
lakes and rivers which have no fish at all. There 
are others who say it is wrong for the hatcheries 
to turn the fish loose into the wateia where the» 
are other fish. The reasons given in favor of 


of logs into the lake, so that the loading from 
the lake to trucks by the old contract method 
has practically become a thing of the past. 

COOD TRANSPORTATION 

t 

The transportation service to. the lake is 
excellent. Instead of the eld jitney method 
esse Ssauak- m. si ages and gaa cars .run daily on 
the Canadian National Railways from Vic¬ 
toria. Up-to-date motor boats meet stages and 
trains at the foot of the lake and leave on 
schedule for various camps on the lake. 

The first stop is at Me Dam Id-Murphy 
Lumber Company, who recent l y moved their 
camp inland some five or six miles, to their 
new stand of fine timber, estimated to contain 
some 700,000.000 feet of logs. An output 
of almost 8,000,000 feet monthly is expected. 


Hillcrett, there is to-day no fine limber stand¬ 
ing along the Lake Cowichan drive. One can 
see for miles the desolate-looking country left 
by logging operations. It is near here that the 
Government intended to give a trial at seedmg- 
down logged-off lands for sheep pasture. This 
should be done at once, il only to change the 
color of the ground, which is now in a very 
barren condition. 

Four miles along the Lake Cowichan drive 
one hears the drone of the saws of the Hillcresl 
1 Timber Company Limited. T his mill has been 
Operating for some yean and is steadily inc rcae 
ing its equipment. Last year it was third in 
production on Vancouver Island. It employs 
about 325 men. The company purchased an¬ 
other I 4,000 acres of timber from the E. and 
N. Railway Company last year, and will have 
material to last them for many years. 

The Mayo Lumber Company Limited, a few 
miles farther along the Lake Cowichan Road, 
operates a large lumber mill, which shipped out 
many million feet of lumber m 1929. This 
mill is operated by Hindus, and is named after 
on; of the directors. May o Singh. The com¬ 
pany employs about *350 men. some of whom 
are while men. bpl the majority are Hindus, 
Japanese and Chinese. The town of Mayo 
has about 400 people, store, post office and 
school. 

TO EASTERN CANADA 

Most of the lumber from the Hillcrest and 
Mayo mills goes to the prairie markets, eastern 
Canada and the United States. The popular 
belief about the Hindu mill was that this lumber 
went to India, but this is not so. 

About fifteen miles along the Lake Cow¬ 
ichan Road is the Malson Lumber Company. 
Limited, at Hill 60. Ihe mill is high on the 
mountain lop, nearly 2,000 feet up. Ihe 
lumber is cut on the top of the mountain and 
goes down in cable cars to the E. and N. 
lailway across the Lake Cowichan highway. 

SCENERY CHANCES 

Just outside the village of Lake Cowichan

Kissinger is named after J. D. Kissinger of 
the Island Logging Company and Canadian Pu¬ 
get Sound Mill. It is only twenty miles from the 
head of the Alberni Canal. The road to the 
canal was cleared and graded some years ago, 
and rumors have it that the compiny may soon 
build to the canal. It is said by those who have 
a thorough knowledge of the country from 
Kissinger to Alberni Canal that the colt of 
bridges and steel laying would reach approxi¬ 
mately 45.000.000. and would, at this time, 
be considered worth the expenditure.

With all the hustle and bustle, the 
going and coming of log trains on both the 
Canadian National Railways and the Esqui¬ 
malt and Nanaimo Railway, together with the 
sirens of tugs towing the logs on the lake and 
whistles of the donkeys in the many camps, 
one can still go a-fishmg and hunting as in 
the days of long ago, and as one goes up the 
lake, whether on the train or in a motor boat, 
the lake itself is still as pretty as ever, but all 
will be glad when the second or third growth

mountains. 

There are several important mining pros¬ 
pects on the lake, but there is not much devel¬ 
opment just now.

He took a villa on the aborts 
of Lake Geneva and there for a few months 
almost forgot the pangs of exile In the com¬ 
panionship of Shelley. Later, when the Shelleys 
and Claire Clermont. Mrs. Shelley's half-sister, 
went to Italy. Byron contemplated the third 
canto of "Chllde Harold." In November he 
himself sought warmer skies. In company with 
his friend. Hobhouse. he settled down In Venice, 
a city where hla lameness seemed a lessened evil 
because the slow gilding of the gondolas took 
the place of walking. The looseness of morals in 
Venioe pleased the amorous poet, and M. Maurola. 
with Gallic thoroughness, introduce* the reader 
to tbe donnas who attracted hi* attention during 
the next few years. A great d eal of apses u 
given to his protracred affair with Teresa. 
Countess Oulccoll. and the reader constantly 
wonders how It was he escaped being murdered 


T HE FIRfiT paragraph la ss good ss any to

G EORGES CLEMENCEAU was a number of 
things besides the uncompromising, hlghly- 
efficlsnt war-tlms leader of France that gained 
world-wide fame. Among these other things, he 
was a philosopher; and sites As retired from 
politics to his seaside retreat hi* busy mind had 
ample opportunity to sepculats on the dark 
mysteries of Ilfs, death and the universe. 

The result of these speculations la contained in 
the huge two-volume work. "In the Evening of 
My Thought," issued by the Houghton-Mifflin 
Company at 813.60. 

These twin volumes are Intensely Interesting 
and revealing. They do not deal with the war. 
with politics, at all: If you are looking for a

T HE 8ECOND phase to. as 1 say, usually com¬ 
pletely ignored, even falsified. It to the uni¬ 
versal European tradition to represent them¬ 
selves In all their adventures and wars with 
other races sa a mild, almost unwarlike minority. 
Europeans push it to far that in the whole of 
their military history as taught in schools, you 
would never gather that they were ever In a 
fight In which they were not hopelessly out¬ 
numbered.

the assertion that Greenland is 
the second largest island on the 
globe. The fact that it stretches 
from Cape Farewell, latitude 
fifty-nine degree north, into the 
Polar Sea to about eighty-three 
degree north, is also practically 
barren of emotional appeal. 

Its actual . anra is 625,000 
square miles, lull 710.000 square 
miles of it lies buried under a 
vast sheet of paieocrystie ice, 
rising at its highest point to 
nearly 10,000 feet. This is re¬ 
ferred to as the “Ice Cap” and 
is the largest body of iee of its 
kind known to exist. It covers 
the interior in a gently undulat¬ 
ing sheet, rounding off as it 
reaches th^ shoreline in a sharp 
drop. What the contour of the 
land beneath it resembles, re¬ 
mains and is likely to remain, a 
deep mystery. This is disappoint¬ 
ing to all contour lovers. 

If the area of the Iec Cap is 
deducted from its total a'rea we 
find that all Greenland really 
consists of is 115.000 square' 
miles of coastal fringe. The 
place is in the middle of a 
glacial period, with very little! 
indication of a thaw setting in.. 

The interior is a dead, storm-1 
lashed desert'of iee almost defy¬ 
ing exploration. Kryokonite. or 
cosmic dust, lie* scattered over 
ita surface and when the sum¬ 
mer sun beats down innumer¬ 
able potholes form, ranging in 
diameter from a : few inches to 
three or four feet.
